Cows now wearing the 
latest style in boots 


In Oklahoma even the 
cows wear custom-made- 
boots. At least those 
working for U.S. Depart¬ 
ment of Agriculture scien¬ 
tists Floyd Horn and Qary 
Miller do. 

• Why 1 b USDA's Agricul¬ 
tural Research Service 
providing cows with hand¬ 
made leather boots com¬ 
plete with copper rivets and 
four buckles? Because the 
boots, worn on all four feet 
of - the animal, contain a 
sophisticated 'measuring 
device that can transmit, at 
any moment, the animal's 
weight with a margin of 
error within one pound in a 
.thousand. 

. Transmitting from an FM 
radio in a backpack on the- 
animal, the device In the 
boot Ls capable of supplying 
a minicomputer with a 


continuous supply of dBta 
for processing. 

The researchers call the 
whole rig the Animal 
Weight Telemetry System. 
"This system—boot, radio, 
and computer—is a re¬ 
search tool capable of 
economically collecting, 
transmitting, and process¬ 
ing vast amounts of data. 
This will enable scientists to 
study, at a distance, forage 
intake, email weight 
changes, and other aspects 
of the animal's metabo¬ 
lism," says Dr. Horn..

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ProRich cashes in on 
feed market with DPW

What began as a sod 
and poultry business near 
Denver, Colo., has emerged 
as a SI million plus cattle 
and horse feed business 
marketing to a multi-state 
area. 

ProRich Feeds, a division 
of Richlawn Turf Farms, 
Inc., Denver, attracted the 
attention of the nation’s 
cattle and feeding industry 
by being the first to 
successfully use Dried 
Poultry Waste (DPW) as a 
feed ingredient. Owner Mel 
Rich and his nutritionist, 
Jim Olson, acknowledge 
others have recently used 
DPW as a feed ingredient, 
but they believe they were 


the first as well as the most 
successful. 

The reason DPW is a 
valuable ingredient is its 
high protein content, which 
averages 30%. The poultry 
manure is heated to about 
400 degrees to kill harmful 
bacteria, but its nutritional 
qualities are preserved. 

Value of the feed to 
stockmen is based on 
price—livestock feeders try 
to buy feeds on the basis of 
ingredients. ProRich, which 
has a guarantee of 23% 
protein, is being sold at the 
plant south of Parker, Colo., 
for $95 per ton. This puts 
the product $25-30 under 
the cost of many competi- 
ting feeds of comparable 
values. 


The product, which looks 
and smells much like cubes 
of other manufacturers, can 
be fed on the ground, in 
bulk or in a feed bunk. 

Other ingredients include 
Kentucky bluegrass clip¬ 
pings from the firm's sod 
business, brewers dried 
grains, other grain pro¬ 
ducts, grape pomace, soy¬ 
bean meal, cane molasses, 
trace minerals and a vitamin 
D supplement. 

In addition to the 23% 
range cubes, the firm is 
manufacturing a 28% pro¬ 
tein range cube. Owner Mel 
Rich, whose firm is also 
marketing a feed for horses 
and dairy cattle, says he 
'expects the feed business to 
gross near a Si million in its 
first year. The feeds are 
already being sold in states 
within a 1000 mile radius of 
the Colorado location.

A new three-day beef 
aging process is expected to 
be approved by the USDA 
within the next two months. 
Final test data appears to be 
all that is holding up 
certification of the new 
aging system. 

The new process entails 
cooling carcasses in special¬ 
ly built cabinets to 39 
degrees F. They are 


sprayed with a sterile water 
solution of Thamnidium 
elegans. The mold grows 
quickly on the meat, 
imparting the characteristic 
aged flavor and tenderness. 
The process is halted after 
three days by exposing the 
meat to ultraviolet light, 
which also sanitizes the 
meat.

North Dakota leading nation in wheat reserve 


Northern wheat produc¬ 
ing states continue to lead 
the nation in quantities of 
wheat entered in the 
extended reserve, although 
new entries have dropped 
off somewhat, reported 
officials of the Agriculture 


Stabilization and Conserva¬ 
tion Service (ASCS). 

North Dakota is foremost 
among the states, with 
entries exceeding 68.3 
million buahels in the U.S. 
Department of Agricul¬ 
ture's reserve, according to 


figures compiled by USDA. 
Kansas ls second, with 49.6 
million bushels; Minnesota 
third with more than 82.9 
million bushels; anc^ Mon¬ 
tana ls fourth with more 
than 28.7 million bushels. 
ASCS officials in these 


states expect coneiderably 
more wheat to be entered in 
coming months. 

After entry of about 26 
million bushels of 1976 
wheat in Minnesota, an 
equal or greater amount of 
1977 wheat is anticipated 


for entry, said Les Steppel, 
ASCS price support special¬ 
ist for Minnesota. " We're 
just getting going on 1977 
wheat," Steppel said. He 
speculated that a final

1 SLAUGHTER OPERATIONS WERE moderate last 
week. The kill ran from 133,000 to 139,000 head per day, 
compared with the usual mid 140’a range. But those heavy 
placements from last October could still be coming to 
market—if the theory many were placed at light weights 
and fed a moderate weight-gaining diet proves correct. 

On the futures end of the market, bulls are evidently 
enamored of the summer months, but consider April a 
relative loser. Desire to liquidate the spot month may be the 
reason April futures prices are not gaining as much as other 
months.
